(XC 8250 © The unity 
whose commander is PAK Kuwaan^ v/as assigned to the coastal defense of the 
area* The unit possesses dne 75 mm<, gun, one k$ mnu gun, 5 heavy machine 
guns y 10 light machine guns, and Soviet-type rifles and automatic weapons « 

5a The North Korean 652 Unit ., with a strength of 300* was 2 kilometers west 
of Sineh'ang^ndL (125**29 * 38-31*) (TO 16?1) on 21* Augusts The unit had no 
heavy weapons Q It was equipped with Soviet rifles© 

60 On 2h August the North Korean 15 Division, with 3000 men, was encamped in 
a mountain 1*000 meters southeast of the Sariwon (125^1*5 P 38-30) (XC li)61i) 
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Railroad Station. There are 10 heavy machine guns in this area.
